Mr. Stracker remarked that in the 
Kimberley district of Western Austra- 
lia there were immense tracts emin- 
ently adapted for grazing, but they 
had never been taken up, solely be- 
cause the blacks were so troublesome. 
They were so pampered by the Goy- 
ernment nowadays that there was no 
doing anything with them. In his dis- 
trict (Roebourne) they had not -the 
same trouble, owing to the fact that 
the stations had, as he put it, absorb- 
ed and utilized them. It had’ often, 
been said that the whites had killed 
off the native game, and so forced the 
blacks to spear stock in order to pro- 
vide themselves with food. That was 
entirely wrong. There were more Kan- 
garoos, emus, and other game about 
to-day than ever. He accounted. for 
that by the fact that the blacks had 
to a large extent given up hunting, 
preferring the food they got at the sta- 
tions, and because the settlers had 
waged a war of extermination against 
dingoes, the natural enemy of the na- 
tive game, The. blacks were dying off 
in the northwest as in other parts, 
the decrease being most marked where 
goldfields had been opened up, @is- 
ease then becoming rife among them. 

Mr. Wittenoom said that it cost 
him-a large amount of money to pro- 
vide for thé blacks on his properties. 
On his main:station he fed 48 blacks 
daily, old men, young men, gins, and. 
children, and of that number only 
about ten were required to do any 
work. It was quite a mistake to sup- 

ose that a station-owner got cheap 

abor by utilizing the blacks. In or- 
der to’ keep one good boy, a station- 
owner had ‘to keep all his ‘relatives 
as well, They were not paid in mon- 
ey, because money would be of no use 
to them, but they got all they required, 
and little luxuries they appreciated. 

In his latest annual report the 
chief protector of Aborigines in West- 
ern Australia, says: “During the year 
I. made a lengthy visit t gs 
the East and est Kimberleys. I 
went very careful 

‘question<in all its-cnfe : 
traveled ‘over*about \2.000 miles 
country, and I am pleased to repttt 
that the general conditions . existing 
between black and white are, with the 
exception of depredations committed 
among the herds of cattle by bush 
natives, on the whole satisfactory: Re- 
ports have been received from all 
parts of the state, and it is pleasing 
to note that the general tone of the 
reports confirm my own observa- 
tions.’’

Two feet. is usual stride of an 
ostrich whet 4f walks, but when the 
bird is alarmed and commences . to 
run it exchanges its mincing stride 
for fourteen foot steps, which easily 
carries it over the ground.at a rate 
of “twenty-five miles an hour. Ordin- 
arily an Ostrich makes no effort to 
profit by its length of legs, and many 
birds with legs less than a quarter 
as long habitually use a three and 
four foot’ stride, for it seems to be 
one of the rules of nature that bitds 
like ostriches, flamingoes and cranes 
extend their stride only when alarm- 
ed. The ostrich when it runs takes 
both feet off the ground at every 
stride, its progress being made by 
means of a series of jumps so rapidly 
performed as to leave the observer 
under the. impression that» one foot 
remains on the ground until the oth- 
er is placed.

Cutting Trees by Wire 

A thew method of felling trees by 

. the friction of a steel wire, which 
is able to work its way through a’ 20- 
inch tree in about six minutes, is put- 
ting the axetian out of business in 
the forests of Germany. ‘ 

The wire is drawn rapidly about 
vhe tree and tho heat generated by 
the friction is sufficient te burn a thin 
eatbonized kerf, which is both 
smoothers and cleaner ftlian the cut of 
asaiw. The charcoal layer adhering 
to the trunk is extremely thin, and 
allows the structure and any diséase 
of the wood to™be distinctly reeog- 
nized. It enables the tree to be 
marked with chalk, and at the same 
time serves to preserve any trunks 
that may be left temporarily in the 
woods. There are many adVantages 
in thie method, notably in waste, de- 
creased labor, absence of all appar- 
atus usually required, and the machine 
can be used in close quarters not suf- 
ficient for men choppers.

On Wednesday night a joint 
meeting of), the executives of 
the Coleman and Blairmore 
Boards ot Trade was held in the 
council chamber at Coleman. 
Those present were H. G. Good- 
evo, president; Alex. Cameron, 
W.L. Ouimette, E. Disney, O. 
E. 8. Whiteside and Perey Wil- 
limott, of the Coleman board; 
and B.-A. Sinclair, president; 
W. A. Beeke, L. Dutil, T. B 
George and W. J. Bartlett, of 
the Blairmore Board, as well as 
W.F. Stanley, editor of the 
Coleman Bulletin. 

The object of the meeting 
was to receive certain proposals 
being put forward by the Leth- 
bridge Board of Trade through 
their representative, Mr. J. G. 
McEwan. A letter was pre- 
sented to the boards and el 
by Mr. Ouimette, asking tee 
operation of the. different 
boards of trade towards decen- 
trilizing of the land titles 
office and urging the establish-| 
ment of a branch, in, some cen: 
eral paxk of Southern Alhertn. | 

*, MeBwan explained very 
fully the object in view and the 
great inconvenience  exper- 
ienced at the present time 
through having to wait upon 
the overcrowded branehes of 
Calgary or Edmonton, and the) 
dire need of a branch in central | 
southern Alberta to. help facil- 
itate the work of the land titles 
department. He ‘stated that! 
every judicial centre should) 
possess a branch of the land} 
titles department. The north 
had its-centre in Edmonton, the 
mid-provinee in Calgary, and 
now it was necessary thatthe! 


point. Mr. McEwan thought | 
that taking all conditions into! 
consideration Lethbridge was 
the most suitable location; but 
it was not required of any 
board that they specify any one 
point for the proposed centre.
